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FACULTY’S ACTIVITIES - 1956 


As usual the activities of the faculty are many and varied. On 
proceeding pages the reader will find summaries of some of the events that 
the members of our staff took in this year, 

^ Dr, Sheam ® worked for the Department of Mineral Resources as a 
reservoir engineer.. He covered a good many of the operating fields in 
Saskatchewan* but devoted much time to a reservoir study of the Smiley- 
Viking sand field, 

Dr„ Byers « also worked for the Department of Mineral Resources, 
testing electro magnetic instruments in the Flin Flon area. There were 
four instruments including a Sharpe vertical loop and a portable battery 
powered horizontal loop design by a member of the engineering staff at 
Hudson Bay Mining and Smelting, He also did some geochemical work which 
had been left from last year and to cap a busy summer off he did some 
private work in the northwest Territories, 

Professor Edmunds « spent most of the simmer coming back to 
saskatoon from his world tour. In the early part of September* Professor 
Kdmunds was present at a conference organized by the Alberta Society of 
Petroleum Geologists t© discuss the shortage of trained petroleum geologists 
being graduated from the Universities in Canada, The conference consisted 
of a number of briefs put forth by both the educators and the oil industry 
and although nothing really concrete was establislied both groups agreed 
to take specific recommendations for short-term and long-term financial 
aid projects to their superiors. The short-term projects call for 
comparatively small industry contributions to provide for extension and 
expansion projects which would have been undertaken long ago if they had 
bad the money. In turn the oil industry hopes for a change in emphasis 
from mining geology to petroleum geology. 

Dr, Kupsch - another member of the staff who was employed by the 
Department of Mineral Resources, Dr, Kupseh work consisted of Pleistocene 
geology in the Swift Current region. 

Dr, Mawdsley - spent sometime In northwestern Saskatchewan north 
of Frobisher Lake investigating for the Department of Mineral Resources 
some of the magnetic and radioactive anomalies shown on recently flown 
surveys of this area, A number of the magnetic anomalies were checked 
m the ground and were found to be iron for nations and pegmatite or potash- 
rich granites.

The highlight of the past term was the fall field trip to the 
Little Rocky Mountains in Montana 0 

Approximately h$ students accompanied by Drs, Mawdsley and Byers 
arid Professor Edmunds made the trip 0 The party left by auto and charter 
bus on the morning of October Stops were made in Saskatchewan at Kyle 
about 11 a o m 0 for liquid refreshments and again at Swift Current for lunch. 
Since geology was the main item of interest on the trip while at Swift 
Current a short diversion was made to investigate an outcrop of Bearpav 
shale, some fin* specimens of twinned selenite were found here. 

Later that day at Malta, Montana the cavalcade was feted by the 
Malta Commercial Club* Here also, two guides in the persons of Messrs,, 

Jim Clements and Kirk Badgley, geologists with Shell Oil Company were 
added to the group,, Sometime later the party arrived at its destination 
2ortman 0 Sleeping accommodations were found to be quite adequate® there 
with as many as nine people sleeping in one room,, 

Everyone awoke bright and early Saturday morning to begin the first 
touro The first excursion included a trip to the Lodgepole Canyon where 
the group was able to see very good sections, The section consisted of 
the Mission Canyon formation, type section of the Lodgepole, black shales 
equivalent to the Bakken this was followed by the Wisku and Duperow shales 
and eventually the Ordovician,, Many samples and fossils were taken 
including, Bryozoa, brachiopods and crinoids„ The second part of the tour 
was spent examining the type section of the Mission Canyon formation in the 
canyon of the same name,, 

Saturday night found a tired but willing assemblage of Ore 
Ganguesters inthe local refreshment house trying to organize a dance,, Two 
great entertainment groups were present that right. Bill Meneley and his 
Meteorites (Roy Rudichuk, violin and Murry Todd, piano) and the one and 
only Elvis t? The Pelvis^ Presley on the juke box. George Isfan tried to 
bring the player piano from the hotel over to get into the act, but 
for some reason he didn 8 t succeed„ It was probably too heavy. 

Another early start Sunday morning., however, it looked for a while 
that the party would have to go without breakfast, A few of the more 
energetic members won 8 1 hear of it and took of the kitchen in the eatery^ 
they had things well tinder control when the proprietor arrived to open for 
business„ 

The second day included a trip to Ruby Gulch to examine the gold mine 
and mill„ Along the way many interesting features were observed, one in 
particular being some augen structure which was pointed out by Dr„ Byers„ 




After dinner in Zortman the last phase of the field trip began,. 

The Swift and Reirdon formations of Upper Jurassic age were examined along 
with a salt and pepper sandstone of Lower Cretaceous age. A number of 
Gryphea. Belemnites, crinoids and brachiopods were obtained there. Follow¬ 
ing this stop the Howry shale and Mosby sandstones were observed, gastropods 
and fish scales were found at this location. In the same vicinity was a 
valley of archaeological interest, the Indians used it to slaughter buffalo 
and consequently many arrowheads are found there. 

The last stop before returning to Zortman was at Guinn Dome and 
the Eagle Sandstone. The dome is almost like a text book illustration, 
as a matter of fact it is rumored that Dr. Byers used it in a problem 
on fault movement in a Geology 52 lab. 

Monday morning found a not so bright but happy group of geologists 
begin their weary journey back to Saskatoon, more than pleased with the 
events of the past two days.

Oh! 
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CONCENTRATE OF A WORLD TRIP 


One returns from a tour round the world with a somewhat restless 
feeling and finds it hard to settle down® Just to recollect that at this 
time last year I was basking in the sun on the magnlficient South African 
beaches or wandering among the vineyards of the Cape Peninsula is not good 
for my physical or mental equanimity® 

The satisfaction of knowing that I escaped one of the worst winters 
in Saskatchewan history is not particularly comforting when I now have to 
step out into a 30 * below temperature, but I can honestly say that I prefer 
a winter in Western Canada to the chill of a South Australian one® There 
the temperature does not go much below iiO* above, but the Indoor temperatures 
are such that they cio not go much above that temperature either® My wife 
is more positive than I am about her preference® There is no heating in 
University lecture rooms or laboratories® One can suffer from chillblalns 
and be bitten by mosquitoes at the same time. I gathered most delicious 
oranges in the garden and vent indoors to shiver while eating them® 

It is important to work out the program of a world tour so that you 
strike the best time of the year at each place® I found this difficult with 
only a year at my disposal® They told me In Australia that I should spend 
winter in Queensland, spring in South Australia, summer in Tasmania, 
autumn In Western Australia and not to bother with the rest which includes 
the important, states of New South Wales and Victoria® 

Australia is a country well endowed with minerals® Only smells of 
oil have been discovered so far, but I feel no hesitation in predicting that 
one day it will be an important oil producer. The Australian, in common 
with other peoples of the Southern Hemisphere} South Africans and New 
Zealanders are great gamblers, but the gambling Is concentrated on horses 
and as one of their geologists told me the gambling does not contribute to 
Che finding of natural resources as our Canadian stock market gambling does. 
To a pure minded Canadian it was rather a shock to find countries where much 
of the revenue Is derived from government lotteries® Sports are of major 
Importance in the southern countries and no wonder, they can play all the 
year round and in winter are driven outdoors by the Indoor cold® I found 
to my surprise that a lot of them were sitting up from 10 p.m. to l a®m® 
listening to the broadcasts of the test cricket matches being played in 
England® 


Unfortunately last winter (June-July, 1956) in New Zealand was very 
wet and It rained two out of every three days while we were there® Never¬ 
theless I can recommend your taking some Saskatchewan winter off and 
spending summer in New Zealand® It is a delightful country and in many 
respects it is a geologist®s paradise, although It suffers from a lack of 
economic minerals® 

During my time away I covered about U7,000 miles, of these 
2-2,000 were by sea and I strongly recommend that form of travel® My wife 
has worked out that she packed her bags 130 times, since I travelled alone 
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to the Kiddle East and packed my bags 22 times on that trip my score must 
be over 152, Therefore, during the h2$ days thatlwas away I must have 
packed on the average once in 2,8 days„ It was a great relief to have 
some settled life at sea without having to pack for three two week spells, 
between Southampton and Cape Town, Cape Town and Melbourne and Auckland and 
Vancouver respectively. 

The summer in the British Isles and on the Continent was an exceed-’ 
ingly good one, We were able to travel extensively, visit old friends, see 
much new country and not neglect geology, 1 made the journey to the Middle 
East in October and November and this was the geological highlight for me c 
It Is a great satisfaction that it was 1956 and not 1957 for I could see 
these countries in a tranquil state with all the oil fields operating and 
their 600 producing wells averaging 5*300 barrels per well per day, One 
cannot get a true idea of those fabulous countries or of their importance 
to the economy of Western Europe without visiting them. The contrast 
between a way of life that has been going on without any great change for 
thousands of years and the highly organized commercial oil developments 
is staggering. 

Traveling from the oil fields area of Iran into the mountain 
country to the northeast one passes through villages where the main 
occupation is charcoal burning, The adjacent hill country has been 
denuded of trees but the people travel for miles with their donkey 
trains to collect wood, mostly oak, from distant valleys. The wood Is 
packed into pits, which have been dug along the road side, covered up 
and burnt. One of the best oil seepages I have ever seen was only a few 
miles from one of these villages but the charcoal is the fuel used for 
cooking and to provide some heat in winter for their houses and tents. 

The local tribesmen of the region are the Laurs, They were on their 
ahnual migration bringing their flocks of sheep and gcats from the 
mountains to winter in the warmer valley or plains areas. The personal 
belongings of each family were loaded an two or three donkeys with the 
scrawny poultry clinging precariously on the top of the donkeys* packs, 

A common sight on the road is that of boys or women walking along 
spinning wool into yam as they go. Son® of this wool will be used to 
n*ake the priceless Persian carpets which are still manufactured in the 
black tent homes of the mountain peoples. These country people seemed 
to be a cheerful, happy lot in spite of their hard lives. The same 
happiness did not seem evident in the towns where squalor and beggars 
abound. My geologist guide had been in the country for many years, 
spoke the language and had much sympathy for the people, he never 
failed to give alms to any blind beggar he saw. 

The last place I visited in the Middle East was the desert region 
of the Trucial Coast, There a wild cat was being drilled about 30 miles 
inland. The white staff was a very congenial one composed of both 
American and English, The camp was protected by a platoon of local troops, 

I suppose to guard against outside American intervention but all was 
peaceful when I was there. All water for the camp and operation was 
distilled sea water and was piped from the Coast, The only topographic 
feature was a small Jebal about 12 feet high, it was named after the favorite 
brand of beer used at the camp, but unfortunately I have forgotten its 
name. 
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Something I shall never forget was the flight back to England, 

It was night and the west coast of the Gulf from Bahrain to Basra was 
lit up with a succession of gas flares from the various fields, Daraman, 

Qutif, Safaniya, Burgan and Zubair, I wished I could take some of the 
waste heat back with me to provide a little warmth for the English winter. 

At dawn we were flying over the desolation of Sina, then over Suez for a 
short stop at Cairo, Over the Mediterranean there was a stormy sea 
through which tankers were plowing their way, carrying oil from the 
Middle East to the hungry markets of Western Europe, 

From the office windows of the Kuwait Oil Company in London one 
can see the streams of cars crossing Hyde Park and the congestion of traffic 
in at least a third of all traffic to be seen at any time from that view 
point is consuming the product of just one oil field, the Burgan, That one 
field was producing 1,100,000 barrels a day when I visited it. 

New Year's eve was spent in the company of many other Saskatcheaaners 
at Saskatchewan House where the Agent General and Mrs, Graham Spry enter- 
tained us and saw to it that 1956 was ushered in properly. This was a 
fitting conclusion to our time in England and we sailed shortly after to 
South Africa and summer weather. 


THE INTERNATIONAL GEOLOGICAL CONGRESS 
W„ 0, Kupsch 

The Twentieth International Geological Congress was officially 
opened by the President of the Republic on September U, 1956, in the 
National Auditorium largest assembly hall of Mexico City, This opening 
rated banner headlines in the local newspapers, because even in a 
metropolis of more than 3 million an influx of about h,000 geologists 
and accompanying visitors from all over the world is a notable event. 

With this crowd Dr, Mawdsley and I mingled for a week, attending sessions 
in the day time, talking to many old friends and a few new ones, 
shopping with the ladies, sightseeing, and nightclubing. 

The meetings of the Congress were held at the newly built University, 
a most colorful place of pleasingly balanced modem architecture. The main 
library, which is truly the heart of the campus, is quickly becoming a 
national shrine. Its windcwless box-like upper part, which houses the 
stacks, is covered on the outside with monumental mosaics depicting the 
history of Mexico, Most of the other buildings are also enriched with 
mosaics, some of them, as on the Engineering Building, in three dimensions. 
No other campus in the world can boast such a bold, imaginative fusion of 
art and functional architecture. 
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Because of the great number of scientific papers that were 
presented,, many sessions were held concurrently,, It was therefore 
possible to attend only a snail portion of them. Most important were the 
symposia cm selected subjects such as the Cretaceous System of the World, 
These will be published in separate volumes in which the interested 
geologist will find a summary of world 'knowledge about the particular 
subject. 


Fortunately geology is still predominantly an outdoor sciences 
although it was evident from the titles of many papers that more and 
more laboratory investigations supplement the fundamental fieldwork. To 
satisfy this desire for field investigations, trips were organized by the 
Congress. As I motored from Saskatoon to Mexico City and back I did not 
have sufficient time to participate in any of the organized tours, but did 
geology along the road on my own. Yellowstone Park, the Tetans, Salt Lake, 
Grand Canyon were highlights. In Mexico a side trip to Paricutin, a 
1,300 feet high volcano bom in a farmer 9 s field Ik years ago, gave us an 
opportunity to see mid feel volcanic ash, climb overfa lava flow, and 
collect specimens for the geology department. 

Geologists can be grateful for being in a profession in which 
there are many opportunities fear travel as it enlarges not only their 
specialized, 'mowledge, but widens their outlook on life by bringing them 
in contact with other people and sometimes different cultures. Thanks to 
the Saskatchewan Department of Mineral Resources and the University of 
Saskatchewan such an opportunity was given to me and I hope that I will 
be able to pass some of the benefits on to my students. 


MEXICO 

Jo B. Mawdsley 

On August 19 my daughter Ann and I left Vancouver by C.P.A. at 
two in the morning and landed in Mexico City that Sunday afternoon at 
■ p.iuo without having put down our wheels between. 

Two days later we left by air for Durango, $00 miles north of 
Mexico City and joined about 70 others « two bus loads. We landed back 
a week later in Mexico City after visiting various mines and interesting 
small cities that tourists usually do not see. The following morning we 
left with another group by bus for the lovely city of Oaxaca, 2$Q miles 
south of the capital. Besides much strata and recent volcanic phenomena 
we saw two notable archaeological sites near this city, the ruins of Monte 
A Hian and Mitla. 

These and what can be seen nefur Mexico City and in the National 
Museum are most impressive and make you realize that besides being expert 
farmers (com, beans, potatoes, cocoa, tobacco, unknown to Europe before 
introduction by the Spaniards) they were great miners, builders, engineers 
and artists. It is an open question if the fanaticism and cupidity of 
the Spaniards did not destroy more than they gave. 
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After the Congress which lasted eight days we took a five-day 
circuitous trip, again by bus, through the lovely country southwest, of 
the capital with stops at, such cities as Cuernavaca and Taxco, 

Besides the beauty of the country and the great attraction of 
their Indian civilisation and art there was a thrill in noting the recent 
great social developments and the great advances In education.
